‘were beatén back with heavy losses to the enemy. In these battles more than 
600 men remained in our hands as prisoners. Unfavorable weather conditions 
again are prevailing in the Carpathians, They demand quite extraordinary 
efforts from the army corps employed on this front. 

In continyous contact with the enemy, our troops often are engaged day 
and night, and several times have been obliged, in the great cold and the deep 
snow, to carry out attacking movements or stand upon the defensjve, generally 
‘against superior enemy forces. Unlimited praise is due the behavior of our 
brave troops, as well as to every individual taking part in these battles. 


GERMANY. 

BERLIN,—East and south of Augustowo, Russian attacks have failed, with 
heavy losses to the enemy. At a point to the nurtheast of Lomga the enemy 
left 800 prisoners in our hands after an unsuccessful attack. To the northwest 
of Ostrolenko a battle has developed, which is still going on. In engagements 
to the west and northwest of Przasnysz, which ended favorably to us, we took 
8,000 prisoners. Russian attacks to the north of Rawa and to the northwest of 
Nowemiasto. have proved ineffective. Seventeen hundred and fifty Russians 
were taken prisoners in these engagements. 

In ‘the hills of Lorette, in France, our troops have captured two more 
trenches from the French. They took prisoner six officers and 250 men.and 
became possessed of two machine guns and two small cannon. 

In the Champagne district the fighting at Souain has not yet come to an 
end. To the northeast ef Le Mesnil the enemy, who had prepared to make an 
advance, was impeded by our artillery. 

‘In the Vosges the mist and snow render fighting difficult. The engage- 
ments to the west of Munster and to the north of Sennheim continue. 


~ FRANCE. 

PARIS.—(Night’ Report)—In Belgium to the east of Steenstraete we re- 
pulsed an attack. i , 

North. of Arras, at Notre Dame de Lorette, the fighting went on all day 
without any change, being effected in the respective positions of the adversaries. 

In Champagne very hot fighting took place which turned ‘in our favor. Be- 
‘tween Souain and Perthes, in the wood where we gained a footing three days 
‘ago, we repulsed two counter-attacks and made some progress. We also made 
fresh progress in the woods east of the above places, in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of Perthes. To the north of the ‘same village the enemy attacked and

On the ridge northeast of Mesnil our gain of yesterday, which was over 
1,300 feet, has been increased by 600 feet. We carried a German redoubt, and 
took a revolver. gun and three machine guns, and made some prisoners. 

The enemy’s organization, which was of an extremely strong character, 
included armored shelters supplied with revolyer guns. and very deep. subter- 
ranean chambers.. Finally, to the north of Mesnil, we eaptured a few meters 
of trenclies, which we took Sunday and lost again Monday. 

In the Argonne, between Four de Paris and Bolante, we delivered an attack 
which made us masters of the first German line over a length of about 600. feet.

1s SUNK BY SUBMARINES. 


British Admiralty Sums Up Results 
of German Attacks. 


LONDON, March 9.—German sub- 
marines from Jan. 21 to March 3 sank 
fifteen British steamships out of a total 
of 8,734 vessels of more than 3800 tons 
each which arrived at British ports or 
departed from them, according to fig- 
ures issued today by the Admiralty. 
Vessels of all nationalities are taken 
into account, excluding, however, those 
used by the Admiralty for naval and 
military purposes. Twenty-nine mem- 
bers of the crews of the steamships 
torpedoed lost their lives. 

The total number of vessels which 
arrived at British ports in this period 
was 4.619, while the number which de- 
parted was 4,115. The figures given 
by the Admiralty follow:

All of 
the present Commissioners are Demo- 
crats. The latest appointee is Patrick 
E. McCabe, the Democratic leader of 
Albany County; and-one of Tammany 
Leader: Murphy’s up-State Lieutenants. 
He received his epeerntapestt from Gov. 
Glynn and took offiee last December, 
He will probabliy be out of office by 
the end of the present month. 

The Democrats opposed the bill on the 
ground that it was a “ripper ’’ measure.

These telegrams 
were identical. ° They were signed by 
three American newsp r-men. The 
telegrams were sent in the secret cipher 
of the fore governments. to whose 
legations ‘in Mexico “Citythe» messages 
were intristed for transmission to the 
representatives of those nations in’ y thd 
ington. This was the only way thé, 
communications could be sent, because} 
Carranza has refused to allow private 
messages to, be transmitted trom Mexico 
City and the censorship in Vera Cruz 
holding up press ‘dispatches from the 
Mexican capital.

Warship for Progreso.

VILLA GETS BORDER PORT. 


Piedras Negras Falls—Laredo and 
Matamoras to be Attacked.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Piedras 
Negras, the Mexican ‘order town op- 
posite Eagle Pass, Texas, has been 
evacuated by the Carranza troops and 
is now occupied by Villa forces. Con- 
firmation of this fact reached the State 
Department late this afternoon in des- 
patches from Eagle Pass and was cor- 
roborated by messages received by En- 
rique C. Llorente, the Villa confiden- 
tial agent in Washington. The Carran- 
cista troops left Piedras Negras yester- 
day dnd Villa troops entered today.

PRESENT SYSTEM -FAILING

Forty-nine Different Masters, Fed- 
eral and State—Dr. Mead and 
Malone Also Speak. 


Declaring that if Government. regula- 
tion - of railroads was unsuccessful, 
Government. ownership would be the 
next step, Representative Oscar W. Un- 
derwood made a strong plea at the 
Sphinx .Club dinner at the Waldorf-As- 
toria last night for a more liberal Gov- 
ernment policy.:n the treatment of rail- 
roads and for assistance of railroad ex- 
ecutives by the influence of the Gov- 
ernment, Mr.. Underwood apologized 
for reading his speech, which he said 
was.a thing he seldom did; .“* but to~ 
night,”’ he added, “I am not here to 
please by my oratory, but to say some- 
thing which I have felt for some time 
needs to be said,’’ 

The speaker began. ‘by pointing out 
that the money invested in tke rail- 
roads exceeded the public debt of the 
greatest four nations in the world, that 
the wages paid t» railroad employes 
Was nearly as large as the pay of the 
armies fighting in Europe, that the 
public in the end must pay every. dol- 
lar required for the maintenance and 
{operation of the railroad systems, and 
that the prosperity of the country must 
languish if the railroads failed to _per- 
form théir functions successfully. 

“We have undertaken. the problem 
of governmental regulation of rail- 
roads,” Mr. Underwood said, ‘and the 
Government will not turn back. Regu- 
lation of practices and rates is here to 
stay. But let us stand for wise and 
just regulation. Revolutions never 
move backward. If governmental reg- 
ulation is unable to solve the vexed 
problems that confront us. the people 
will accept government ownership of 
railroads as the next “ep ahead, It 


is therefore a: matter of great im- 


‘| portance that we should endeavor to 


reach a fair and, reasonable solution 
of’ the problem of regulation at as 
early a day as possible,”’ - 


_ Wants Building Restricted. 

It Was of the highest importance, Mr. 
Underwood urgéd, that'*md unnecessary 
roads be built in future and that only 
those be extended and developed which 


were best adapted for their function. 
Regulation of the freight and passenger 
rates, he contended, was hardly less im- 
portant. 

“The transportation problem,” he 
said, ‘“‘is so closely interwoven with 
our business fabric that Government 
regulation of some sort has been in- 
evitable from the beginning. Two fac- 
tors make the problem more difficult 
here than in other countries—geographi- 
cal conditions which maké the country 
sv dependent on its railroads, and the 
fact that the Federal and State Gov- 
ernments are forty-nine different mas- 
ters which the railroads must obey. 

“ Low rates and adequate facilities are 
demanded by the public, but the grant- 
ing of one is often the denial of the 
other. In the year 1912, 88 cents out 
of every dollar paid-to the railroads by 
the public went for operating expenses, 
taxes, and interest before there was a 
eent for new facilities or dividends. 

- “Tf a corporation earns more than an 
adequate income, the rates may be regu- 
lated, but if the revenue is. not.a fair 
return on the invested capital, the Gov- 
ernment is powerless to act. The matter 
of dividends is today. a very smal} part 
of the question; the public must be in- 
eterested-in: the items.that.make™up the 
operating expenses-c* the railroads if it 
desiresgboth adequate facilities and réa- 
sonable rates. 

“ Public control has reduced rates and 

abolished unjust discriminations, but 
the greater problem remains unsolved. 
Can the money be provided to expand 
and develop these great public works 
in a manner commensurate with the ex- 
pandige needs of our commerce under 
the present system of Government con- 
trol?’ We must give all credit to the 
present system of regulation for the ac- 
complishment of much good in the 
service of the public; but those who aré 
studying railroad problems must’ admit 
that it is breaking down in so far as 
it has supervised the finances of our 
railroad system so that credit may be 
maintained. 
‘“Tf railway investments cannot be 
made attractive to, capital, is not the 
nation threatened with an _ inevitable 
breakdown of its transnortation system? 
There is no more. difficult problem 
awaiting its solution ahead of us than 
the transportation problem, and no more 
inviting field for the exercise of true 
statesmanship. 


Government Must Assist. 


“Let us inspire courage and give aid 
to those leaders who, not by chance but 
throue*- merit, direct our industry, con- 
trol our trade, and manage our finance. 


It is not enough for our Government to 

ermit them to rise from the prostration 
Prat has overtaken them and their af- 
fairs; it must occassionally assist them. 
We have reached the point where sound 
progressivism must recognize that the 
proper regulation of business 8 igi | 
that it must be sometimes helped and 
not always hindered, that we mustyoc- 
casionally say ‘You may,’ and not al- 
ways ‘ You shall not.’ 
“Tt is gratifying to know that the 
policies mentioned are responsive to nat- 
ural growths and can be achieved with- 
out intrenching privilege and subsidiz- 
ing trade. We need only to permit rail- 
ways, traders, and bankers that eco- 
nomic freedom which is consistent with 
a wise and helpful regulation of all af- 
fairs and to give every citizen the na- 
tional protection to which he is entitled 
wherever he may rightfully be, at home 
or abroad, for our trade to gain its lost 
position’ and our flag tobe seen on 
every sea.”

Custom House Squad Reports No 
Evidence Against Foreign Ships. 


The, examination of the _ British, 
French, Itaijan, Scandinavian, German, 
Austrian, and Russian steam and sail- 
ing ships in port by the neutrality 


eqend from the Custom House was fine’ 
ished at noon yesterday without finding 
of the slightest particle of any evidence 
that there was an intention on the part 
of any of the vessels to break the 
United States neutrality law. 

“We did not find as much as a single 
cartridge on any of the ships,’’ said 
one of the chief officials at the Custom 
House,’”’ and no report will be sent to 
Washington cn the subject. as there is 
nothing to say except that everything 
is satisfactory. 

“ Frequent reports have been spread 
regarding the German and Austrian 
steamships’ making ready for a rush to 
sca. It should be understood that. avy 
vessel, without regard to nationality, 
can take on board all the coal and stores 
she needs for a voyage and stow her 
holds full of guns and ammunition and 
proceed to sea, providing. that a clear- 
ai:ce has first been obtained at the 
Custom House with a corrett manifest. 
If a vessel sneaks away in the night, 
without clearing, then we call upon the 
Navy Department to send a_ torpedo 
destroyer in pursuit and Pring her 
back, in which event the commander 
would be fined $500 for the offense."’ 

The neutrality squad will continue 
from time to time to inspect foreign 
vessels lying in port. 


GIRLS JOIN ANTI-WAR CLUB. 


Barnard Students Pledged to Frown 
Upon All Militarism. 


One hundred Barnard girls have 
joined the Columbia Anti-Militaristic

WEEK’S DEATH RATE DROPS. 


New York’s Mortality Was 486 Legs. 
Than a Year Ago. 


The mortality in New York for the 
past week was noteworthy by reason of 
the extreme low point reached by the 
death rate, 13.91 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion. This is an unprecedentedly Jow 
figure for this season of the year in 
this climate.

No Pay Day for Compensation 
Commission Employes 
Since January. 


WOMEN’ ARE IN STRAITS 


Legislature Plays Politics with Ap- 
propriation Bilt and 315 Smali- 
Salaried Employés Suffer. 


Two pay days have passed without the 
employes of thé State Compensation 
Commission réceiving their salaries, and 
& third will be het'é on Monday with no 
brighter prospect..that the ghost will 
walk. There aré 815 of these employes 
in this city, and the average pay is 
about $1,200: 4 year. At least two hun- 
dred of them hail from renidte. places 
and know no one here to: whom they 
could apply for aid. Many of these em- 
ployes are girls and women ranging in 
age from sixteen to sixty, whose sal- 
aries run as low as $750 a year. So 
desperate is the plight of some of them 
that one thrifty employe has loaned all 
of his savings, about $400, to save some 
of them from actual want. 

Word from Albany is patiently await- 
ed that the bill appropriating money 
for the expenses of the commission has 

» but the only news received so 
ar is of the bill béing passed by the 
Assembly and rejected by the ate. 
The reason is said to be due to the ridér 
tacked on.the measure by insurance in- 
terests permitting insurance companies 
to settle claims by making lump pay- 
ments. This is approved by one branch 
of the Legislature and disapproved by 
the other, One of the employes of the 
commission said yesterday :’ 

“While the Legislature is batting the 
bill between the two houses a great 
many of us, the majority defenceless 
and friendless women, are facing actual 
want. Several of the women are in 
such straits that they expect to be or- 
dered out of their boarding houses or 
furnished rooms. They’ are suffering 
for clothes, and carfare and. from the 
cruel way they are treated by those to 
whom they owe money that they cannot 
pay. 

No Money to Get Home. 


“The last pay we received was for 
the last half of January. The commis- 
sion notified us then that if we con- 
tinued to work it would be at our own 
risk. But what could we do? We had 
no other work and a number of the poor- 
est, living in counties far removed from 
this city, had no money to pay their ex- 
penses home.’’ 

Chairman Robert E, Dowling of the 
commission said: 

“While the employes were notified 
that they continued work at their own 
risk, that only meant that the mem- 
bers of the Commission were not to 
be held personally responsible for any 
money due them for wages. It was 
not intended to mean that the State 
was to be relieved in any way from 
the obligation to pay the wages due.”’ 

William C. Archer, the manager of 
the Commission, said that no appro- 
priation at all had been made for the 
current year. The money set aside for 
the Commission during 1914 had been 
so carefully husbanded that it was 
sufficient to pay salaries during Jan- 
vary of this year. The total cost of 
the Commission is about ,000 a 
month. Figures were prodnced to 
show that in spite of the fact that the 
Commission has been laboring under 
many disadvantages that have in-

Reformatory Official Dismissed 


After Trial on Charges. 

Martin J. Moore; for the last six years 
Overseer of the’ New York City Refor- 
matory for Misdemeanants, on Hart's 
Island, was dismissed from the Depart- 
ment of’ Correction by Commissioner 
Katharine B; Davis yesterday..

BABY’S WAIL SAVES $7,000. 


Scares Off Burglars Who Were 
After Herman Lieberman’s Jewels. 


Three masked burglars got' into the 
rooms of Herman Lieberman, a jewelry 
salesman, on the top floor of an eight- 
family dwelling at 153 South Fourth 
Street, Williamsburg, early yesterday 
and with an electric flashlight were 
looking for a bag containing $7,000 
worth of gems, when an infant child in 
a crib began to cry. Lieberman’s wife

DIVIDES J. B. DUKE’S $7,500. 


Mrs. Bail a Sister of His Divorced 
Wife, It Is Said. 


Some details of the suit begun by Mrs. 
Louise M. Bail to compel James B: Duke 
to pay her money enough to support her 
for life became public yesterday through 
a controversy between Mrs. Bail and her 
counsel, Wales F. Severance. Mr. Duke 
paid $7,500 in settlement of Mrs. Bail's 
claim and she objected to her counsel 
dividing it equall ywith her. Yesterday 
Justice Lehman in the Supreme Court 
refused her an order to compel Mr. Sev- 
erance. to turn over all of the money. 

Mrs. Bail is a sister of Mrs. Lillian M. 
Duke, the capitalist’s first wife, and the 
evidence -she ‘obtained for him helped 
him to win a divorcee suit: against Lillian 
M. Duke, according to information ob- 
tained at the offices Qf Grossfield 
Brothers, attorneys for Mrs. Bail in her 
action against Mr. Severance. 

The papers contain no information con- 
cerning the services,.rendered by Mrs. 
Bail, and Mr. Severance decined to sup- 
ply the missing links. She gave her ad- 
dress as 100 Cathedral Parkway, in care 
of her sister, Mrs. Emma .G. Gomez, 
but it was said. there that Mrs. Gomez 
had ‘moved away. Mr. Duke is in the 
South. 

In her petition Mrs. Bail set forth that 
in March, 1913, thirteen. months after the 
death of her husband, she retained Mr. 
Severance to begin an action against 
Mr. Duke for $200,000. She said that 
no complaint was prepared and “none 
was filed. ; 

Mr. Duke, according to-Mrs. Bail’s 
pettion, compromised the action on 
April 4, 1914, and under her agreement 
Mr. Severance would ‘have been entitled 
to $3,750, “which was. exorbitant and 
excessive.’’

Doubt. is Thrown on ‘Her Testi- 
mony That She Witnessed the 
Wedding In California.

‘WHITE PLAINS, N. Y.,° March 9.— 
Eight affidavits were filed today «with 
Surrogate William Sawyer of, Westches- 
ter County in refutation of the claim of 
Mrs, Eugenie M. Ferrer Lord that she 
is the wife of Thomas A. Lord, who died 
in Yonkers June 17; 1914, and who. by 
his will left an estate worth close to 
$500,000 to friends, because, he said, he 
had .“‘ no wife, no children, or any per- 
son dependent upon me’’ 

Most of the affidavits were made by 
friends of Mr. Lord ‘residing. in Califor- 
nia, and they set forth that they never 
heard the testator speak of the woman 
who now claims to, be his widow, and 
never saw her with him. 

Mrs. Lord, as she calls herself, has 
asked Surrogate Sawyer to revoke the 
probate of Mr. Lord’s will on the 
ground that she had received no notice 
of the proceedings when letters were is- 
sued, and today she also filed, objec- 
tions to the will on the ground that it 
was obtained through undue influence 
and fraud. She asserts that she was 
married to Lord in the City Hall at-San 
Francisco by an Alderman on Nov. 24, 
1888, and submitted an affidavit of Mrs. 
‘Aimee Crocker - Asche - Gillig-Gouraud 
that she was a witness to the ceremony. 
Former District Attorney, Joseph C. 
Campbell of the County of San Joaquin, 
Cal., says in an affidavit that in 1889 
there did not exist in San Francisco any 
such officer as Alderman, and that the 
only way the marriage could be per- 
formed was by securing a license. 

Lord Befriended Miss Ferrer. 


.Mrs. Mary McNeill Hopcraft of Plain- 
field, N. J., in her affidavit asserts 
that she believes the affidavit of Mrs. 
Aimee Gouraud that she witnessed the 
civil marriage of Eugenie Ferrer and 
Lord in 1888 to be wholly false and a 
fabrication. The affiant says that in 
1890 she visited Mrs. BE, B. Crocker, 
mother of Aimee Crocker-Asche-Gillig- 
Gouraud, and that the latter had just 
returned from a sojourn in Paris. Mrs. 
Crocker and her daughter were then in 
New York. Mrs. Hopcraft also. says 
she understood at that time that Aimee 
had not been to California for several 
Jears previous. Mrs. Hopcratft’s affida- 
vit goes on to say: 

“As near as I can now recall, about 
the Summer of 1890 Mr. Lord:told me 
that a young woman by the name of: 
Ferrer, who he had befriended and 
wished to help, was coming to New 
York from San Francisco for the pur- 
pose of securing piano pupils. Shortly 
thereafter Eugenie Ferrer came to my 
boarding house in Forty-eighth Street, 


Manhattan, and stayed four weeks. 
She was almost continuously in a state 
of excitement. She repeatedly told me 
she had followed Mr. Lord from <cali- 
fornia against his wish for the purpose 
of compelling him to marry her. She 
told, me Mr..lord had been kind to ner 
with.-money, and that, she had . force 
herself upon him against his will an 
was determined to compel him to mar- 
ry. She further told me she couldn't 
live without him. j 

“She never claimed that she had 
lived ‘with Mr. Lord. She never claimed 
to have ever been ,married to Mr. Lord 
in any manner, but repeatedly said she 
would follow him wherever he went, for 
the purpose of trying to force him to 
marry her.”’ 


Threat of Suicide. 


Mrs. Hopcraft also swears Lord told 
her he had been forced to leave Cali- 
fornia on account of the woman and that 
the plaintiff in this action had threat- 
ened to take her life if he would not 
marry her. 

Annie L. Greenham of Fairbanks, 
Alaska,wife of Richard Greenham of’the 
Northern Commercial Company, says 
she knew Lord well and lived near him 
on Vallejo Street, San Francisco, in 
1888. She never heard Lord speak of 
Eugenie M. Ferrer.

~ New Schedule Is a Trick. ° 


‘Max H. Winkler, the lawyer who was 
prominent, in the telephone, reduction 


ganizations, yesterday followed the 
lead taken by thé Foley Committee in 
denouncing the new rate schedule of- 
fered last week by the.-New York Tel- 
ephone Company. The up-State Pub- 
lic Service Commission dia not hold a 
meeting: in this city yesterday to con- 
sider written suggestions as to the 
schedule, s0 Mr.’ Winkler communicated 
his complaint to the commission by 
mail. 

The attorney’s objections to the sched- 
ule as it stands now are based on the 
fact that his original petition, on which 
the fight was based, was not met by 
the schédule in a number of instances. 
One of the petition’s stipulations was 
that there should bea five-cent rate for 
subscribers in each of the boroughs. He 
then cites the zones between which the 
company chargeg 10 éents. In the cases 
of the free-toll areas for subscribers, he 
says they were so atranged as to be of 
“the least advantage to the communi- 
ties sought to be. served.’ In Staten 
Island, he says, the rates were raised 
instead of reduced. 

Referring to the company’s schedule 
entitled ‘‘ Proposed 5-Cent Rate in New 
York,” Mr. Winkler said: 

“The title of the proposat submitted by 
the telephone company is as misleading 
as are the new rates ae ere unworthy 
of the great corporation. that has filed 
it. Never before in the. history of this 
city has a public utility corporation, en- 
joying the rights and privileges enjoyed 
by the New York Telephone Company, 
perhape the most valuable franchise 
privilege in the world, attempted to so 
trick or deceive a people. Under the 
guise of furnishing reduced rates it has, 
in many instances, increased. them be- 
yond the rates now charged, and under 
the pretense of establishing ‘a 5-cent 
base rate schedule for New York City, 
it has honeycombed the city with addi- 
tional tolls and placed them, in manyv 
instances, Where none had ever existed 
before. It is a mean, sordid story, in-

SUGAR PRICES NOW NORMAL. 


American Refining Company Report 
on War Fluctuations. 


Conditions that have affected the sugar 
market and industry in the last year 
are analyzed in the annual report of 
the Directors of the American Sugar 
Refining Company, which is ‘issued to- 
day. 

“The unexpected developments in 
Europe,”’ the report says, ‘‘caused Ger- 
many to immediately prohibit the ex- 
portation of sugar and turned England, 
which had a light stock on hand, to the 
cane sugar.countries for its supply. 
That country, in its zeal to make cer- 
tain of its requirements, bought heav- 
ily in Cuba. As that island ordinarily 
furnishes over one-half of the require- 
ments of the United States, the entrance 
of England into that market on a large 
scale forced prices.to abnormal levels. 
“Between Aug. 4 and 13 the prices of 
raw sugar advanced from 3.29 cents to 
6.52 cents per pound. It is estimated 
that England bought from other coun- 
tries in all about 900,000 tons of sugar 
to previde for the portion of her supplies 
formerly obtained mainly from Germany 
and Austria. . 

** Prices became so abnormal that a 
reaction soon occurred and by Aug. 19 
the. market had turned and there was 
a steady decline for some weeks until 
raw sugar reached 3.50 cents per pound, 
or nearly the point from which advance 
began.”

TO STUDY LIGHT PROBLEM. 


Scientist Gives 12 Years to One 
Piece of Apparatus. 


CHICAGO, March 9,—Dr. A. A. Mich- 
elson of the University of Chicago, win- 
ner of the Nobel prize for research in 
physical science in 1907, has. completed 
a twelve-year task of drawing 120,000 
lines on six square inches of metal, 
which, it is said, will help to determine 
the chemica] substance of the planets. 

The purpose, of the ruled metal, which 
is called a diffraction grating, is to ana- 
lyze light, and through the analysis of 
light to analyze the chemical composi- 
tion -of objects at any distance. The 
sheet of metal is resting on a bed of mers 
cury at the university to protect it from 
earth vibrations and is encased in glass 
to exclude the air and dust. 

It is covered with straight ruled lines, 
all exactly aljke and all parallel. Twenty 
thousand lines were drawn on'every inch 
of the six-inch surface.

Willie Ritchie, the former lightweight 
title holder, is eagerly awaiting the bell 
which will start his ten-round bout to- 
row night with Freddie Welsh, the 
world’s champion, at Madison Square 
Garden.

The two Harlem lightweights carried 
Ritchie along at a fast pace, and the 
latter made a favorable impression.

In canceling 
the franchise granted to the Deutsche 
Olympische Verband and transferring it 
to America, the international committee 
also agreed to give a free -hand to the 


3 American Olympic Committee dnd. to 


the Amateur Athletic Union fn selecting 
the city where the games shall be held, 
but made the proViso that the program 
‘must include every one of the events 
voted in the Olympic Congress at Paris 
Sarbonne in 1913. No events must be 
dropped or others added. 

The international committee has de- 
creed that the 1916 games will not count 
as regular’ games, and the records put 
up will not be described as Olympic 
records.

REGULATING RATES AND PROFITS 
The decisions of the Supreme Court 
$n the cases of two States which un- 


ways by the unreasonable regulation 
of Yates are interesting and important 
in principle rather than in the imme- 
diate effect upon railway finance. 
Both eases date back to 1907. The 
railways, therefore, have already lost 
beyond recovery a part of their earn- 


rent effect. of the decisions in these 
cases as restricting a great volume of 
similar legislation comes too ‘late to 


losses. For railways there is no re- 
‘dregs in such conditions, although if 
they had overcharged there would 
have been reparation suits with a fore- 
gone conclusion. One case concerned 
passenger earnings, and there is little 
profit in passenger business at best. 
That decision rather. will reduce loss 
than increase profits. The other case 
céticerned a single commodity, and, for 
the Northern Pacific Railway, the dif- 
ference between $2,253 profit or $847 
loss was involved.

LOCAL OPTION FOR THE CITY. 
The plan; which Mayor MITCHEL 
row fuvors,.of substituting iocal op- 
tion for the. preserit all but unwork- 
able excise law in New York is, of 
course, put forth tentatively, to in- 
vite that kind of “constructive sug- 
gestion” which the Mayor says he 
does not get from certain clerical 
bodies. It is not unlikely that Mr. 
RAYMOND Fospick’s recent investiga- 
tions into police management abroad 
may have helped to inspire the new 
idea. To divide the city into districts 
the residents of which might deter- 
mine for thémselves whether they 
would have complete prohibition. open 
bars on week days only, or liquor 
selling on Sunday, too, might be a 
feasible plan. It is surely one worthy 
of consideration. 

In districts where Sunday selling 
was voted for the Mayor would have 
the saloons open only in specified 
hours, and never’ before 1 o'clock in 
the afternoon. This is a provision of 
the so-called licensed victualers’ law 
which works so well in London. It 
applies there, however, to eating as 
well as. drinking placés.. New York- 
ers would rebel against having any of 
the: restaurants how ‘open on Supday 
bclosed ‘on that day except between the 
hours of 1 and 3 in the afternoon and 
6 and 11 at night. London is used to 
that restriction. The difficulty of 
preventing the sale of Nquor with 
meals, the impossibility of it, probably 
what would be generally considered 
the undesirability of so rigorous a 
restriction, would, therefore, tend to 
make the new law a dead letter at the 
very start. That is a point to be con- 
sidered. 

Our liquor problem is one not easy 
to solve. But there is reason to be- 
lieve that there may be an approach 
to a solution of it in the Mayor’s 
local option plan. Certain districts 
could be laid out, without gerry- 
mandering, that would vote against 
all liquor selling. Others would pro- 
hibit any selling on Sunday. In those 
parts of the town which would favor 
opén bars on all days the chief tr- 
ficulties of making the law workable 
would be encountered. If the idea of 
local option is ever put into forcé 
there will be great demand for new 
maps of the city. with the drinking 
districts designated by shaded lines. 
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MEXICAN COMPLICATIONS. 

The new perplexities which have deé- 
veloped in our relations with Mexico 
neéd cause no alarm in this country, 
The meastires taken by the State De- 
partment will probably serve to reé- 
Neve the situation.

That there could be 
more to tell about the 
sufferings and calam- 
rest of ities of the Belgians 
Their Story. than has been appear- 
ing in the press dispatches since the war 
began has seemed impossible, for. so 
filled with horrors of 80. many kinds 
have been these fast-following narratives 
that their completeness in everything ex- 
cept minutest details has been taken for 
granted. There is more to the story of 
Belgium’s woés than has yet been 
revealed, however, and it is given in a 
report printed by The New York Medical 
Journal of an address delivered by be 
Grorce W. Critz at the American Hospi- 
tal in Paris before a distinguished as- 
semblage of French, English, and Amer- 
ican surgeons. 

Dr. Criz, who is famous the world 
over for, among other things, his studies 
of “‘surgical shock” end the discovery 
of methods to prevent it, declared that 
the injuries inflicted upon Belgium were 
not alone tho#e enumerated among the 
usual consequences of war—deaths and 
wounds, destruction of property, and 
wholesale bereavements. In addition, 
he said, the people as a whole were 
showing.as a résult of the severe and 
long-continued strains to which they had 
been subjected precisely the same effects 
that follow thé exhaustion of an individ- 
ual’s céntral nervous system when he is 
long under the knife. They had aged 
years in months, degenerative diseases 
hed beén hurried to fatal terminations 
that might have beeh deferred for dec- 
ades in ordinary circumstances, and, In 
short, “the life of the people as a na- 
tion would be shortened, their vitality 
impaired, and their future embittered.” 

Dr. Caits summed up what had hap- 
pened by calling it the vivisection of a 
race. Belgians not direct victims of the 
fighting «manifest in many instances 
well-defined changes in thé organs nec- 
essary. for the existence and mainte- 
nance of the body, and not for years to 
come would the full effect of these inju- 
ries be realized. For them there has 
been none of the ‘‘ blocking off” of the 
afferent nerves by which surgical shock 
can now be prevented, for what may be 
dalled the * operations ”’ of the Germans 
on this unhappy people have been per- 
fermed with no such precautions and 
with no anaesthetics.

Mr. Bruere Says Department Ex- 

penses Have Been Reduced 2.1% 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read with interest the recent edi- 
torial article in THm Timms on city 
and State finances. As you know, I 
have for years been interested in effect- 
ing economies in the City Government. 
I can say to you emphatically that the 
year 1915, instead of being a year for 
alarm .and foreboding, is notable be- 
cause of the far-reaching economies ef- 
fected in the departments under the 
Mayor. These economies were accom- 
plished by the most efficient instrument 
for good government: team work of all 
responsible officials—Mayor, Board of 
Bstimate and Apportionment, and de- 
partment heads. 

In your editorial article you quote 
Henry S. Thompson, former Commis- 
sioner of the Department of Water Sup- 
ply, Gas and Blectricity, as stating that 
$20,000,000 could be saved in city pay- 
rolls. Perhaps it can, but Mr. Thomp- 
son in the article to which you refet 
does not point out how. I have a high 
regard for Mr. Thompson personally 
and worked with him during his admin- 
istration. But he did not sticceed, dur- 
ing the four years that he was Commis- 
sioner of the Department of Water Sup- 
ply, Gas and Electricity, in effecting 
the reductions that he now suggests as 
possible. As a matter of fact, the 1915 
budget of the Water Department is ex- 
actly $573,578.46 less than the 1014 bud- 
get based on his estimates, and $56%,- 
035.22 less than the 1913 budget, the fast 
year of Mr. Thompson's control over the 
department. 

Mr. Thompson in his article says that 
changing of department heads is respon- 
sible for lack of economy. This may be 
so, but it hag not been responsible for 
lack of economy under the present ad- 
ministration, for never before in tie 
history of the city has so large a sum 
been taken out of the existing budgets 
of departments, From 1906 to 1910 ‘he 














average annual increase In the depart- 
ments under the control of the Mayor, 
the Controller, and the Borough Presi- 
dents waa 9.2 per cent., from 1910 to 
1914, 2.7 per cént., and from 1914 to 1915 
the tide was turned and the decrease 
was 2.1 per cent. 

I believe that there is a great oppor- 
tunity for further economies in the City 
Government, hut I know they cannot be 
achieved except in the way that they 
are now beihg worked out, not through 
the use of glittering generalizations, put 
by specific savings effected through 
better orgauization and more business- 
like management of the City Govern-

This 
argument assumes, however, that the 
board should concern itself with the de- 
tails of business or educational admin- 
istration; and that ig a fundamental 
error, The: value of a voluntary unpaid 
Board of Education does not rest upon 
the technical knowledge of its members; 
indeed, such knowledge is more fre- 
quently than otherwise a hindrance, 
since it leads.to undue interference with 
‘salaried experts in the performance of 
their professional duties to the great 
detriment of the system. Nor can such 
a board advantageously give its atten- 





tion to the details of financial or busi- 
ness management; for the reaponsibility 
in these matters must necessarily be 
thrown upon salaried officials who de- 
vote all their time to the work. The 
present confusion in school administra- 
tion in this city hag been largely due to 
the interference in such matters by 
members of the board, Long experience 
in the American method of governing 
public educational systems through vol- 
untary unpaid Boards of Education has 
shown that success can only be at- 
tained where such boards ¢onfine them- 
selves in the main to large questions of 
educational, business or administrative 
policy. 

Acting within such limitations, Boards 
of Education have been found a most 
effective instrumentality to prevent lo- 
cal edneational systems from yielding 
to’ natrowing political, sectarian or ais- 
honest influences. When they have at- 
tempted to extend ‘their activities, how- 
ever, there has always resulted ‘an im- 
pairment of the spontaneity and inde- 
pendence of the superintending and 
teaching force without which satisfac+ 
tory results cannot be expéeted. It 
makes little difference whéther the in- 
terference is diie to officiousness or ig- 
norance or political or other unworthy 
motive; it has always been a sure catise 
of disaster; and this city has more than 
once afforded concrete proof of this as- 
sertion. Furthermore, if a Board of 
Education concefns itself with adminis- 
trative and educational details, not only 
would forty-six members be required, 
but ten times that number. 

The truth of this conclusion logically 
leads the President of the present Board 
of Education to use the argument that 
as the aggregate membership of the 
Boards of Education of Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, St. Louis, and Boston is sixty- 
three, New York should, on the basis of 
its population, as compared with those 
cities, have a board evén larger than 
forty-six; in other words, that thére 
should be a fixed numerical proportion 
between a Board of Education and the 
population. 

This is a most absurd conclusion; for 
if a rule as to the size of a Board of 
Education could be based on population 
at all, it would be a much safer rule 
that as the population increased tlie 
board should be made smaller so as to 
secure greater centralization of power. 
A small town can much moré easily; 
than a populous city protect its system 
against the demoralizing effect of a 
large Board of Education, for the daily 
workings of the school system in a large 
city are difficult for the public either 
to understand or to watch. There is 
nothing to appeal to the ambition of the 
best mén in the community to serve in 
a board of forty-six members. . The 
quality of appointees is bound to de- 
teriorate. Furthermore, in such a large 
board there is always a tendency to 
waste time with futile and ineffective 
attempts at oratory. The work is nec- 
essarily done by small committees which 
place only such limitations as they 
choose upon their activities, since the 
board neither desires nor is able to cajl 
them to account. Practically the board 
is split up into a number of little 
Boards of Education acting autono- 
mously and without any comprehensive 
policy; and inevitably jealousy and con- 
flict are engendered among the sévera] 
committees. As a result of all this 
there is a destruction of centralized re- 
sponsibility and petty departmental pol- 
itics prevents united or spontancous. ¢f+ 
fort. 

On the other hand if there fs a con- 
centration of power in @ small board, 
it will be found that the appointing 
power will be much more likely than 
under present conditions to select men 
of light and leading in the community,

Much less than in the formative period 
of @ dozen years ago, when modern 
structural reforms were being installed, 
is it necessary for the Board of Edtica- 
tion to exercise its powers in important 
legislative and administrative matters. 
The board of twenty-one mémbers ap- 
pointed under the reform school law in 
1896 was called upon during the single 
edministration of Mayor Strong to 4o 
probably more constructive legislative 
work than the present board of forty- 
six members bas done in the dozen years 
of its existence. That that board was 
able sd efficiently to do.its work is per- 
haps the strongest historical argument 
in favor of a smaller board.

particularily. in . the» matter! of school 
buildings, and’ théré’ resulted a Breater 


administration to those: prevailing in the 
other boroughs. Everybod$ became 
convinced that the borough ° boards 
would have to be abolished. 
There still remained, ‘however, a sen- 
timental attachment to the idea of a 
large Board of Education, although the 
only reason for {ts existence was to be 
removed whén the system in all the 
boroughs was put under the ‘e- 
Ment of a central Board of Education. 
It was to conciliate this sentiment that 
I proposed to the commission a board of 
twenty-three; I should have préferred 
fifteen. As I have said I was outvoted 
and a board of forty-six was approved 
thus constituting a misfit, calculated 
to paralyze the working of an otherwise 
admirable system. With all powers. of 
administration now consolidated in a 
central Board of Eduéation the Brook- 
lyn idea has long since been lost sight 
of and the question again arises free 
from thé considerations of expediency 
which led a bare ‘x ity of the Char- 
ter Revision to vote, fifteen 
years ago, tee bebbe Ce hee I 
delievéd then, and I am still more 
convinced now, that. there is not a sin- 
gle argument.on the merits in favor of 
a Board of Education of more than tit.

OPPOSE FEDERAL CENSORS. 


Movie Men to. Obtain Signatures of 
Patrons Against Pending Bill. 


A nation-wide protest against the 
passing of legislation creating a Federal 
board of censorship for moving pictures 
will be launchéd tomorrow by manu- 
facturers and exhibitors when blanks 
will ‘be distributed in all the moving 
picturéhouses in‘ the country. Patrons 
‘of the movies will be’asked to sign the 
blanks, which will be returned to New 
York within the next six weeks. It is 
estimated that 10,000,000 people attend 
movie theatres every week and at least 
8,000,000 signatures are ere Ne 

These will be forwarded .to ashing- 
ton and presented to the Sixty-fourth 
Congress as a protest against the adop- 
tion of the Smith-Hughes bill or any 
similar. bill. establishing. .a board to 
censor films intended for interstate use. 
The \Smith-Hughes* bill “was reported 
favorably. at the last session by. the 
Committee on Legislation. 

The maufacturers and exhibitors hold 
that it would not do away with the 
exigting. national and State boards and 
would mean only an additional item of 
expense to the makers, who would be 
forced to give another exhibition of all 
their Bod inet 4 before marketing them:

Those’ in the Second and Third 
Stages Should Have More 
Care, Says Prof. Bang. 


DISCHARGED, LATER CURED 


Many in First Stage Dismissed as 
Symptom-Free Often Have 
Relapses Subsequently. 


The Uancet of London prints an in- 
teresting editorial review of the ulti- 
mate results of sanatorium treatment 
‘of tuberculosis ‘based on a paper read 
by Prof. Bang at a meeting of the Med- 
ical Society of Copenhagen. -The paper, 
freély illustrated’ with statistics, and 
the long discussion’ which followed its 
presentation have been reported in the 
‘Hospitalstidende. ‘The paper dealt 
chiefly with the results of sanatorium 
treatment estimated many years after 
the discharge of the patients from the 
institutions. 

“The many tables and statistical 
analyses displayed by Prof. Bang,” 
says The- Lancet, ‘‘ provéked a lively 
discussion as to’ the merits of statis- 
tics in the estimatidn of sanatorium 
results, and he admitted that a detailed 
knowledge of each case is necessary for 
the judgment of sanatorium results by 
the standard of figures, One striking 
feature of his paper was the good prog- 
nosis which his figures indicated for 
working-class patients admitted to a 
sanatorium in the second and third 
stages of the disease. 

“It has long been held that the prog- 
nosis in pulmonary tuberculosis is best 
in the first stage of the disease, and 
declines as the second and third stages 
are reached. Indeed, ‘this view is’ so 
generally regarded as a truism that its 
accuracy has scarcely been questioned. 
That it does not embrace: the whole 
truth is shown by Prof. Bang, whose 
figures are obtained from several sana-~- 
toriums in Denmark, where. perhaps 
more than in any other country, sana- 
torium treatment has been thoroughly 
tested, 

“The relative numbers of patients 
discharged ‘symptom-free’ from san- 
atoriums do, indeed, fall with the stages 
‘of the disease, but when the fate of all 


the patients is investigated several 
years later many of the ‘ sympton-free’ 
are found. to have relapsed, while pa- 
tients discharged unimproved in the 
second and third stages of the disease 
are often found to have regained their 
capacity for work, 

‘Prof. Bang showed that only two- 
thirds of the patients in the first stage, 
discharged as ‘sympton-free,’ were fit 
for work several years later. On the 
other hand, the number of patients in 
the secund stage, discharged as ‘ symp- 
tom-free,’ had actually been augmented 
several years later, their ranks being 
increased by one-third by patients who, 
though discharged as unfit for work in 
the second stage of the disease, had ul- 
timately regained their capacity for 
work. 

“This paradoxical result is even 
more striking in the third stage of the 
disease. The explanation of this phe- 
nomenon ‘is to be found in the faulti- 
ness of the present classification of the 
disease according to its extent, but not 
according to its virulence, to ,the pa- 
tient’s power of resistance, and to 
many othér facters. In many cases 
patients are classed in the second or 
third s es, although on admission to 
a sanatorium the disease is practically 
“quiescent. Prof. Bang suggests that 
thé present’ tendency to favor patients 
in the first stage of the disease in pref- 
erence to patients in the other. stages 
when , sanatorium accommodation is 
limited may not be always wise. 

“Though the patients in the latter 
stages- have hitherto been regarded as 
incurable and treated with scant atten- 
tion, he urges that they should in the 
future be regarded more hopefully and 
given the chance of sanatorium treat- 
ment, even though this be only for a 
short time. His observation that pa- 
tients often relapse who are discharged 
from a sanatorium with the disease ar- 
rested in its first stage, whereas others 
often recover who are discharged un- 
improved in the second stage, is not at 
first sight’ flattering to sanatorium 
treatment. 

“His estimate of the value of the 
present methods of classification of the 
disease is also depreciatory. and, as one 
speaker during the discussion cannily 
suggested, the most reliable classifica- 
tion would be the following: (1) Patients 
that recover, and (2) those that do not.”

notes. One-third will be for one year, 
one-third for three, and- one-third ‘for 
five years, all bearing interest at 5 per 
cent. They will be offered, however, 
at prices to yield 5% per cent. on the 
one-year notes.and 6 per cent. on the 
others. 

It is because of the abnormal! condi- 
tions in foreign exchange that the Swiss 
Government ‘can efford to pay such 
high rates for money to. be applied in 
payment for. purchases, past or pros- 
pective, of supplies in this country, 
rather than to borrow at home at lower 
rates. Its last issue of 20-year bonds is 
reported to be selling at home on @ 
4.70 per cent. basis, and presumably 
the $15,000,000 could be borrowed in 
Switzerland on short-term notes on at 
least as good a basis, but Switzerland, 
like most European countries, has pay- 
ments to make here. and its exchange ts 
at a considerable discount, as the bal- 
ance of trade is heayily in favor of this 
country. 

The par of Swiss exchange is a little 
more than 5.18%; that is, normally a 
dollar in New York is woth 5 francs 
18% centimés in Berne or Geneva. 
Because of the excess of our exports 
to Switzerland ovér our imports from 
there since the war began, Swiss, like 
other European exchange, has been 
dropping until last week $1 here was 
worth 5 francs 50 centimes there. The 
rate advanced from 5.50 to 5.44. on Mon- 
day, probably on the knowledge among 
bankers that fiegotiations for the loan 
had been all but completed. Yesterday, 
after the announcement was made, it 
advanced to 5.89.
